0. S. Temple writes to Colman's Ru- 


ral World: If you will do this yon will 
mve less musty and spiled corn. Thou- 
ands of bushels of 
corn are yearly 


spoiled for the wai|t of proper ventila- 
ion. In the first place-very few cribs 
re built as cribs should bo. It is gen- 
erally the practice to make the flours 
evcl, and when the csib is filled with 
corn nine-tenths of them will nag in 
middle, and when we have our heavy 
all and spring rains the .water that is 
Iriven into tho sides of the crib will 
low to the centre, and the warm wcathr 
will start the corn tw musting and rot- 
jng. 


But how shall we make our cribs so 


IB to save our cum nice, bright and 
sweet? Here is my plan: liaise the 
centre of the floor in your crib from 
eight to twelve inches, so that whatever 
water the crib may take in, in a driving 
rain-storm, will be compelled to> run 
out right away. 
Take inch-lumber, six 


inches wide, and make a •ventilating 
pipe or box by nailing four of them to- 
gether, and place as many in tlio'ccntrc 
of the crib at from four to eight feet 
apart, according to the width of your 
crib. 
Lot the end of your ventilating 


pipe go down through the floor and also 
up through the voof of your crib, with 
rat and mice protectors on the bottom 
and a storm protector on the top. 
Use 


an inch or three-quarter auger or bit U> 
bore plenty of holes in your ventilator, 
so that the air will have free circulation 
through the centre of your corn in the 
crib, and you will have no trouble in 
saving your corn in good condition.

MS, and Tn 1870 an aggregate of 3,487,024, 
showing' an increase of DM,601 for the 
deciidt', or an avenge increase of a little 
over 11 per cent. 


This average' increase, however, was 


very unevenly distributed.
